When Dr. John Dill Hobcrison. then 
health commissioner for tho city of 
Chicago, held a health show In the 
Coliseum two years ago, he laid tho 
foundation for the nurses' training 
school, which already hos turned out 
10.000 women, trained In the fimda- 
mentals of home nursing. The scliool's 
activities gradually broadened until 
thoy Include a. dental clinic for chil- 
dren whose parents are unable to pay 
for this service, and also nn infirmary 
for the treatment of the eyes of chil- 
dren with defectlveoviaion jind where 
glasses ore provided without cost.

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CHAPTER XVI ' 
—16— 
Up the James rode Ersktne, . hiding 
In the woods by day and sUppins cau- 
tiously along the sandy road by night, 
circling about Tarloton's campllres, 
or dashing at full < speed past some 
careless Bcntlnel, *Oftcn he was fired 
Bt, often chased, but with a clear road 
In front of him he,, had no fear of 
capture. On the £hird morning be 
came upon a .ragged sentinel — on 
American. Ten mlnutea later ho got 
his first ' glimpse of Lafayette, and 
then he was balled joyfully by none 
other than Dave Ynndell, Capt. Dave 
randell, shorn of his woodsman's 
dress and panoplied.

But 
the boy— Lafayette— did, and in time 
pursued nnd forced the Englishman 
lnt6 a cul-de-sac. "I have given bis 
lordship the' disgrace of a retreat," 
Bald Lafayette. A.nd bo— Yorktownl 
' Late in August came the message 
that put Washington's great "soul In 
arms." Ilochamheau had landed sis 
thousand soldiers in Connecticut, and 
now Count de Grasse and, a. .French 
fleet bad sailed for the. Chesapealie. 
General Washington at once resorted 
to camouflage. He laid out camps os- 
tentatiously opposite New .York nnd In 
plain sight Of the enemy. He made a 
feigned attack on their posts. Ho- 
chainbeau moved s/ ^ and reached 
tlie Delaware before.' the British 
grasped Uie Yanlteo trick. Then It 
was too late. The windows of Phil- 
adelphia wore filled wltn ladies wav- 
ing handkerchiefs nnd crying, bravoes 
when the tattered Continentals, tiielr 
clothes thick with dust but luits 
plumed with sprigs of green, marched 
through amid their torn battle flags 
and rumbling cannon. Behind fol- 
lowed the French In "gay white uni- 
forms faced wltli green," and martial 
music throbbed tlio air, Down the 
Cliesftpertke Uiey went, in transports 
and were concentrated nt Williams- 
burg before the close of September. 
Cornwallls had erected works against 
the boy, for lie knew nothing of Wasii- 
ington and Count do Grasse, nor Mad 
Anthony and General Nelson, who 
were south of the James to prevent 
escape into North Carolina. 

"To your goodness," the boy wrote 
to Washington, "I am owning the most 
beauUful prospect I may ever behold." 
Then came De Grasse, who drove 
off tlio British fleet, and tlie mouUi 
of the net was closed. 

ConiwalUs heard the cannon and 
Bent Clinton to appeal for help, but 
the answer was Washington himself 
at the b^ad of his army. And tlieu 
the Joyous nuirch. 

" 'Tls our first campaign I'* cried 
the French gnyly, and- the Continen- 
tals Joyfully answered: 
"'Tis our lastl" ' 
At Williamsburg the allies gathered, 
and with Washington's army came 
Colonel Dale, now a general, and 
young Capt Harry Dale, who had 
brought news from Philadelphia that 
was of great Interest to Erskino Dale. 
In. that town Dane Grey had been a 
dose Intimate of Andre, and tlmt In- 
timacy had been tl>e cause of mucl* 
Bpeculatlon since. He lin^ told Dave 
of his mother and Early Mom, and 
Dave had told him gravely that be 
must ko get tiiem after the campalijn 
was over and bring them to the fort 
In Kentucky. If Early Morn still re- 
fused to come, tlien ,he must' bring 
his mother, nnd he reckoned grimly 
that no mouth would- open In a word 
that could on:end her, Ersklne also 
told of Red Oaks nnd Dane Grey, but 
Dave must tell notliing to the Dales — 
not yet. If ever. • 

They marched next morning* at day- 
break. At sunset of .the second day 
they bivouacked 'within two miles of 
Yorktown and tlie siege began. The 
allied lino ^^aa a crescent, with each 
tip resting on tho water— Lafayette 
commanding the Americans on the 
right, tlio French on the left under 
Kocbnmbeau, De Grasse, with hiB 
fleet, was In the bay to cut off ap- 
proach by water, Washington him- 
self put the match to the first gun, 
end the mutual cannonade of 41iree 
or four days began. The scene waa 
•'sublime and stupendous." 

Two British men-of-war lying In the 
river were struck with hot shot aiid 
BCt on Are, and tlio result was full of 
.terrible grandeur. The sails caught 
and the flames ran to tlie tops of the 
masts, resembling Immense torches. 
One fled like a mountain of fire to- 
ward tho bay and was burned to tho 
water's edge, 
j And tlien the surrender: 

The day was the 10th of- October. 
The victors were drawn up' In two 
■ lines a mile long on the right and 
deft of a road that ran through tho 
autumn fields south of Yorktown. 
Washington stood nt the head of his 
army on the right, Uociiambcau at the 
head of the French on tho left. Be- 
hind on both Bides was a great crowd 
of people to watch the ceremony. 
Slowly out of Yorktown marched the 
British colors, cased drums beating 
a significant English air: 
"Tho world turned topsyturvy." 
Lord ComwalllB was flick. General 
O'Hara bore my lord's sword.' As be 
approached, Washington saluted and 
pointed to General Lincoln, who had 
been treated with Indignity at Charles- 
ton. O'Hara handed tho sword to 
Uncoln. Lincoln at once handed it 
back and tlio Burrcnder was over. 
Between the llnea the British marched 
on arid stacked arms In a nearby field. 
Some of them threw their mUskets on 
the grotmd, and a BrltlBli colonel bit 
tho hilt of his sword from rage. 

Ab Tarleton's legion went by, three 
■pairs of ei'ea wotchod eagerly for one 
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face, but neither Harry nor Cnpt. 
Dave Yandell-saw Dane Grey— nor 
did -Ersklne Dale.

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PROSPECTS OF AGRICULTURE 

(By Secy, of Agriculture Wallace) J 

Twelve months ago most of thi 
six million farmers of the Unltot 
States were starting on' the long Kart 
climb out of the valley of economh 
depression. They have not yet at 
tained the heights which are bathei 
* in the grateful sunshine of prosper 
Ity. Some, Indeed, have fallen bj 
the way. Others are still in the val 
ley. Nevertheless/ as we stop a bit 
and look backward we can seo tha 
very considerable ground has bee 
gained by the great* majority, and wo 
can enter the New Year wiUi renewl 
ed hope and with that courage which 
comes from the realization that wj 
are really making progress. 

A year ago, when speaking of the 
prospects for farming In 1922, I said 
that while there was no reason to 
expect boom times for the farmer lu 
tho near futuro, there was promise 
of better times, both for the farmer 
and for those whoso business Is 
largely dependent upon him. The 
year has brought fuUiUment of that 
promise. Speaking genemHy, times 
are bettor, much better, than n year 
ago, both for agriculture and for In- 
dus trj-. 

Crops have been good, on the 
whole. Prices of the major crops are 
mostly considerably higher. WhJIe 
there has been a corresponding ad^ 
vance In the prices of the things the 
farmer ,must buy, the total sum 
.which farmers will receive for the 
crops of this year is greater by a 
billion and a half dollars or more 
than that which they received for the 
crop of last year, Th/^ will certalnly 
hiean better tlbioa ou the farm, and 
farm folks will bo able to ease up a 
little on the grinding economy they 
were forced to practice the proceed- 
ing year. 
^^*The labor cost of producing the 
crops of 1922 was still further re- 
ducoO. There were some substantial 
reductions In freight rates. Much 
helpful iogislatlou has been enacted 
and moro wfll bo this winter. Interest 
rates are lower and the credit strain 
has been eased. This has made it pos- 
sible for many farmers who were 
rather heavily Involved to refuntl their 
obllgaUons and get themselves in con- 
dition to win through. \ . 

There are still some dark spots. In 
some soctons weather conditions were 
unfavorable and crops were short, 
and farmers in those sections are hav- 
ing a very hard time of It. Freight 
rates are sllll too high, especially 
those who must pay for a long haul 
10 market. 

"Taxes are high, but this Is largely 
due to the increase In local taxes, 
over which farmers themaolves must 
exercise control. 

There has boon gratfying growth 
In farmers' cooperative marketing as-

This is a concensus of 
opinion of the American Relief Ad- 
mlnlstratton staff In Rusala, from 
Colonel Haskell down to the in- 
spectors, according to their roports 
to Herbert Uoover, head of the 
A. n. A. 

From every part of Russia where 
the jV, R. A. has been feeding 
children and adults, and has been 
JnBlttutlng sanitation and medical 
service and inoculations to save 
literally millions of lives, the story 
is the same — that the children lack 
even the barest essentials of under- 
wear, shoca^_ stockings or outer 
wear, with which to protect thcm- 
iflelves a^lnst the rl^ora of the 



Russian winter. And the need of 
aid in this direction for adults, too. 
Is Indicated by statements of rt*^ 
cently-retumed workers, who state 
that in cases where • Russian em- 
ployes have been given a blanket 
for extra aervlcea the blankets have 
almost invariably been made Into 
overcoats. Literally mllliona of 
children, say reports, have no shoes 
— an item which In Itself may make 
It Imposalblo for them to go to Am- 
erican Relief child-feeding . kitch- 
ens. FYce shoes and stockings have 
been provided for 250,000 children 
who arc absolutely without foot- 
wear, but the whole problem is 
beyond the reach of any general 
funds now available. 

Tlie American Relief Administra- 
tion, to meet this emergency, has 
put into effect a Clothing Remit- 
tance, functioning In every way aa 
does the now world famous Hoover

lars, sent to the A. R. A. at 42

ue, will bo delivered to any dealg> 
natcd person in Rusala: 4 2-3 yardr 
fifty-six Inch twenty ounce dark 
blue wool cloth; 4 yards of thirty- 
two Inch black cotton lining; 8 
yards of twenty-aeven Inch flannel; 
16 yards of unbleached muslin; 8 
large black Ivory buttons; 16 'small 
block Ivory buttons; 16 small white 
bone buttons; 2 spools No. 30 black 
cotton thread; 2 spools No* 40 white 
cotton thread. 

One package will clothe one adult 
or two children all winter, and re- 
mittances ordered for general relief 
w^lll be used for neediest cases, 
thousands of which ore heort-brcalc- 
Incr.

This Is at the rate of 504,000.000 for 
the year. 

For years the public has been given 
the impression that the post olllcc de- 
partment was self-sustaining or nearly 
BO. Government ownership advocates 
continually use the federal postal sys- 
tem as an elllclcnt revenue producing 
Institution as an example which It 
would bo well for the city of Clilcago 
to follow.
